With the sufficient exeapeairy of aluminium 
may come the realization of the flying machine. 
One’ great obstacle to the success of aerial navi- 
gation is the difficulty of supplying a practicable 
‘motoreither to propel or to steer the balloon, 
The want is still more seriously felt if the design 
is to dispense with gas and imitate merely the 
movement of a bird’s wings or a fish's tail in: 
cleaving the air,- The small weight of an alu- 
minium engine, driven: by compressed _ air, 
gas, or electricity, compared with its iron equi- 


valent, undoubtedly makes the wltimate.success |- 


of air ships more probable than before. 

The sources of supply are inexhaustible. Iron, 
copper, silver, gold.are found only in localities 
geographically, small.
